this position. The senate then con 
taiuecl twenty-five Republican major- 
ity and Hughes could have been ad- 
vanced to the chief place without seri- 
ous opposition, though the proposal to 
make hiui chief justice was criticised 
by many Kepuhlicau seiwtors on the 
ground tljiit both in age and service 
he was the youngest man on the bench 
and that to advance him over a man 
like White would lie a blow at the 
dignity and standing of the court.
